Election/Restrictions

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: Inventions II and I are related as process of making 
and product made. The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: 
(1) that the process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process. In the 
instant case a materially different process that does not include a step of forming a drift layer 
could make the device of claim 1 .
